Here are the most common types 
of union security: 

1, Union Recognition — This is 
about the mildest form.

‘ered by the contract. Most con- 
tracts begin with a clause of this 
kind. 

2. Closed Shop—You can't work 
in the plant unless you belong to 
lthe union.
